D nave flown over the coun- 
tries of South America, and 

it has been my happy privilege to 
see the Church of God enter them 
one by one. At the time I went to 
South America in 1945, we had a 
work only in Argentina. I flew over 
the vast South American continent 
knowing that there was no place 
that I could land and say that we 
had a Church of God there. But, 
one by one, we have seen this con- 
dition change. Now we lack only 
two countries having entered all of 
the South American countries. A 
year ago I purposed in my heart 
that if the Lord would help me, we 
would enter another country before 
the Assembly. The burden of Bo- 
livia became heavier and heavier. 
Bolivia is an Indian country with 
a population of approximately 
3,500,000. Is it divided into the river 
areas, where it is hot and sultry; 
the upper plains, the cold country 
where most of the people live; and 
the high mountainous areas. I have

landed many times in La Paz, the 
capital of Bolivia. It is the world’s 
highest commercial airport being 
over 13,000 feet high, and often- 
times when you land there, you 
land in a snow storm. It is so cold 
that often you do not care to de- 
plane during the short stop that 
you make at the airport. My bur- 
den would grow heavier each time 
that we would stop there, and I 
would think that the Church of 
God did not have a single member 
in this whole country. 

Last year when the burden be- 
came so great, I began talking to 
people in the United States about 
this. In our convention in Para- 
guay one of our very outstanding 
young men who had received the 
baptism of the Holy Ghost in my 
ministry in Chile, came to me after 
the service and said, “Brother Har- 
grave, I want to go to Bolivia.” To- 
day Brother Daniel Cubillos, his 
wife and their lovely children are 
in Bolivia as the first missionaries 
of the Church of God. They ar- 


rived there in December of 1959, 
and on the first day of January, 
1960, they started their services. On 
the thirteenth of March, accom- 
panied by Brother and Sister Ancil 
Carter, the pastors of Fairborn, 
Ohio, we were happy to see the 
first fruits of Brother Cubillos’ de- 
velop into an organization. A nice 
group of people met for services; 
at 11:00 we took in six members, 
and at 3:30 in the afternoon we 
took in three more members. Since 
that time a number of others have 
been taken into the church. 


Of the group that united with 
the church, three of the members 
are university students. One of 
these students had been studying 
for the priesthood for five years. 
He escaped from the school where 
he was studying and is now living 
with Brother and Sister Cubillos. 
They need our prayers because per- 
secutions are severe in this area. 
Brother Cubillos has notified me 
that he has already started an- 
other mission. The people of Bo- 
livia are calling for the gospel. 


Sucre is the official capital of the 
country even though the functions 
of government are carried on in 
La Paz. Sucre is a very proud city 
with a number of universities and 
seminaries which are very narrow 
in their religious concepts. Brother 
Cubillos, however, is willing to 
carry this gospel regardless of the 
cost to these people. Let us pray 
and support our Chilean mission- 
ary who is giving his life to these 
people. I am sure that God would 
bless any efforts that we put forth 
in this area. 


Now that Bolivia has been en- 
tered, Ecuador and Venezuela re- 
main to be evangelized. By the help 
of the Lord, we shall enter them. 
We have men who want to go; we 
just need the means to enter these 
places. I am sure that we all shall 
be praying and supporting Brother 
Cubillos and others who want to 
go to the new fields.

E IN Indiana are thank- 

ful for the fine growth 

God has. given our 
churches since the last General 
Assembly. Under the consecrated 
and able leadership of the Rever- 
end Luther E. Painter, all depart- 
ments have shown a substantial 
growth, spiritually, numerically, fi- 
nancially and materially. 

A very real spirit of evangelism 
has been present in our churches, 
leading to the salvation of many 
souls. Spiritual growth cannot be 
measured in numbers, but it is 
indicative that several churches 
have had a deep stirring of revival 
activity with a subsequent influx 
of new members. The entire state 
has enjoyed net increase of ten 
percent in membership. 

Through much toil and sacrifice, 
eleven new churches have been or- 
ganized in the past twenty months, 
in addition to two missions estab- 
lished. Though this growth has 
been very rapid, the state is not 
overextended, due to careful han- 
dling of finances. In fact, the fu- 
ture holds promise of even greater 
expansion in Indiana for the cause 
of Christ. 





It is an outstanding testimony 
to the faithfulness of our people to 
state that there have been nine 
church buildings and seven par- 
sonages either constructed or ac- 
quired during this period. Many 
other churches have accomplished 
remodeling projects, some of them 
extensive. 


Finances to the state office have 
risen reflecting the increased giving 
in the local churches. Missions 
giving and benevolences have 
shown a remarkable increase in so 
short a time. The missions giving 
in the district conventions has been 
increased by thirty-three percent 
over the previous year. Orphanage 
giving in the district Sunday School 
and youth conventions increased 
by one-fourth. 


One of Indiana’s greatest steps 
forward was taken in September, 
1959, with a retreat for the min- 
isters. For one week the ministers 
of the state met at a lovely camp 
to study God’s Word, pray for 
greater spiritual power, and plan 
the year’s work. Planned and pro- 
moted by the state overseer, this 
retreat was the fruition of a de-

sire he had cherished for years. In 
addition to planning and pro- 
moting, Brother Painter took an ac- 
tive part with his excellent courses 
in pastoral and pre-marital coun- 
seling. These opened a new field 
of study for many of our minis- 
ters. Other necessary and helpful 
subjects were taught and discussed, 
but, perhaps, the greatest results 
were thcse unseen ones of closer 
communion with God, stronger ties 
of fellowship among the ministers, 
and a greater appreciation for one 
another. The retreat is a thing of 
the past, but it is gratifying to see 
the results still remaining with us. 

The Sunday School and Youth 
Department, under the direction of 
Christopher Moree, has kept pace 
with the increase of the work in 
general. New Sunday Schools and 
Y.P.E.’s have been organized. State- 
wice attendance records have been 
set, but more encouraging has been 
the steady, sure growth witnessed 
in many schools and youth groups. 

The 1959 summer youth camp 
with an enrollment of 145 campers 
plus staff members was the largest 
ever held in Indiana. In the fall of 
1959 a youth weekend camp proved 
an inspiration to our young peo- 
ple and provided them with a time 
for study, recreation and _ social 
contact under Christian supervi- 
sion. 

Hundreds of certificates have 
been awarded for completion of the 
Workers’ Training Courses, and 
many youth leaders have received 
their certificate for the Youth 
Leaders’ Training Course. Recently 
fifty-one diplomas were awarded to 
individuals who had completed all 
five of the Workers’ Training 
Courses. With trained, faithful 
workers, we feel the future holds 
many increases for our Sunday 
Schools and Y.P.E.’s in Indiana. 

It is with sincere gratitude that 
we thank God for the consecrated, 
yet dynamic and forceful adminis- 
tration brought to the Church of 
God in Indiana by the present 
overseer, Luther E. Painter. The 
main benefits of this leadership 
cannot be recorded on paper, but 
are known and appreciated by 
those of us in Indiana who have 
seen God’s hand move mightily 
among us. —Reporter 























HE LORD hath done great 
& things for us; whereof we 


are glad,” Psalm 126:3. This 
seems to be the words going forth 
all over the great State of Ken- 
tucky and much progress is being 
made for God and for the Church 
of God. Much is being accom- 
plished in spiritual things as well 
as the material. 


Kentucky is very happy to have 
situated on our campground the 
nice new modern state office. This 
is the first permanent state office 
the state has ever had and the 
good part of it is that it is paid 
for in full. This office and facilities 
cost over $13,000 and it could be 
well valued at $25,000. The savings 
for the state are credited to Rev- 
erend Ottis Riggs, building super- 
visor, and Reverend T. A. Perkins, 
state overseer, and the ministers 
of Kentucky who gave their time 
and efforts to build this mark of 
progress. When we gaze upon this 
property that is ours, we are 
thrilled with its beauty. The buiid- 
ing is well arranged with reception 
room, state overseér’s room, se- 
cretary’s room, youth director’s 
room, council room, work room, 
two half bathrooms and one com- 
plete bathroom with shower. It is 
a brick veneer building, birch pan- 
eling throughout with tile floors in 
all except the state overseer’s room. 
The floors are covered with wall- 
to-wall carpet to match the beauti- 
ful paneling. 


Our new office was dedicated on 
February 22, 1960, by the beloved 
state overseer, Reverend T. A. Per- 
kins. 


We are also thankful that in the 
last camp meeting we were able 
to celebrate the liquidation of our 
debt on the campground and burn 
the note. We had worked for this 
moment and certainly we rejoice 
in this accomplishment. 


We are happy that at this time 
our state properties are valued at 
$147,000, which is an all time high. 
The churches in Kentucky pay an- 
nual gross tithes of $190,000, give 
$12,000 to foreign missions, raises 
another $6,000 for the Home for 
Children, in addition to $17,000 for 
home missions and $4,500 for the 
state property fund. At present, the

state is operating on a $50,000 an- 
nual budget. 

Our Sunday Schools at the pre- 
sent are averaging 7,446 weekly 
attendance and 4,915 Y.P.E. weekly 
attendance. 

Kentucky is happy for the con- 
struction of many nice churches 
since the last Assembly. One of the 
nicer churches we have in the 
movement is the Catlettsburg 
Church of God, Catlettsburg, Ken- 
tucky, (cover) built by Rev, Frank 
Standifer and his fine folks. This 
is a beautiful structure and well 
arranged. Brother Standifer states 
that it has been valued at more 
than $50,000. Also another fine job 
was accomplished by the Somerset 
Church of God and Reverend Carl 
Cox, pastor, This is the largest 
Church of God in Kentucky and

the oldest church also. Brother 
Cox has done a remarkable job 
in completing this well arranged 
structure. This neat building cost 
the congregation more than $50,- 
000, though I am sure it is valued 
at $75,000 or more. 

On September 1, 1958, our mem- 
bership in the state was 5,475; on 
March 31, 1960, our membership 
stood at 6,276. This is an unusual 
growth of 801 net gain since the 
last General Assembly. We are 
greatly encouraged because people 
are being added to the Church of 
God. 

God has helped us to organize 
thirteen new churches since the 
last General Assembly. In 1958-59, 
Kentucky organized eleven new 
churches, which was the largest

We will try to briefly enumerate 
the progress of the college here in 
Minot, North Dakota. 

1. The enrollment this year has 
doubled that of two years ago. We 
matriculated 59 students this year 
and from all appearances another 
good year is before us. 

2. The Music Department was 
blessed greatly by the new chapel 
building which included a music 
studio and practice rooms. 


3. The Commerical Department 
was strengthened greatly by the 
addition of a faculty member and 
the institution of evening courses 
in commerce. 


4. The Language Department 
added, for the first time, work in 
ancient language, New Testament 
Greek. This was made possible by 
adding a new faculty member who 
also teaches in the Science De- 
partment. 


5. The library facilities have been 
doubled and books are being rapid- 
ly added to bring it into the level 
of acceptance by the Accrediting 
Association of Bible Colleges. 

6. A: librarian has been obtained 
and will begin her services with 
the fall term of next year. 

7. Some division of responsibili- 
ties has taken place which has 
greatly improved the effectiveness 
of the college program.

S FAR AS we can deter- 

mine, it is uncertain as to 

when or where the first 
Church of God work was begun 
in the State of Pennsylvania. On 
page 132 in Like a Mighty Army 
under caption, “New States Hear 
the Message,” we quote: “The re- 
cords show that by the Assembly, 
1917 (13th), Arkansas, Maryland, 
Michigan, Ohio, Oklahoma, Penn- 
sylvania, and Texas had also been 
reached by the Church of God 
message, making a total of twenty- 
three states with organized con- 
gregations.” However, we do know 
that on March 14, 1925, a church 
was set in order in the little town 
of Boynton, Pennsylvania, with 
Reverend J. Wesley Tanner as the 
first pastor. This church is still 
holding forth the gospel light and

the doctrine of the Church of God. 

Today we have fifty churches 
in the state with a total member- 
ship of 2,939. For the past twelve 
months, the reports show that the 
ministers of the state preached 
7,079 sermons and made 21,539 
visits. For the same period of time, 
there was 746 reported saved, 333 
sanctified, 246 baptized with the 
Holy Ghost, 220 added to the 
church, and 115 baptized in water. 


Tithes paid during the past twelve 
months were $16,117.73 and money 
for missions during the same per- 
iod of time was $22,203.42. The 
Willing Workers of the state have 
been very active. Our good sisters 
have been and are proving their 
worth to the church. The reports 
show that for the past ten months 
they have raised $22,256.86. During 
the past twelve months, 161,419 
men, women, boys, and girls came 
through the doors of these fifty 
churches to attend Sunday School, 
leaving a total offering of $32,425.- 
24; 85,721 persons have attended 
the Y.P.E., leaving a total offering 
of $8,016.25. For this same period 
of time, there has been a total

The Junior 
College is being strengthened and 
the Bible College is laying the 
foundation for a degree course in 
the field of religion with minors 
in English and Social Studies. 

9. The Physical Education De- 
partment was blessed by a decision 
on the part of the alumni to build 
a tennis court. This money has 
been raised and the court is in 
progress. 

10. The married students’ quar- 
ters have been remodeled at a cost 
of several thousand dollars and 
this is expected to bless the college 
for years to come. Two fully mod- 
ern duplexes have been built. Cot- 
tages have been modernized and 
most of the buildings are furnished. 
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These improvements are ideal for 
married students. 

11. The vice-president and his 
family have been provided with 
more suitable living quarters. 

12. The yearbook has been en- 
larged and improved by the co- 
operation of state overseers, various 
departments of the church, and 
other friends of the college. 

13. A more effective promotional 
program is being planned and 
carried forth. Last year saw the 
completion of a 16 MM film in 
color, “A Day in Northwest Bible 
College.”

Some who have been privileged 
to visit quite a number of our camp 
meetings throughout the States 
have said that the people of Penn- 
sylvania know how to have a 
camp meeting. Here, you will meet 
some of the finest people in the 
world—people who love God, His 
Church, old-time preaching, and 
the power of God. 

As I stand in Liberty Hall in 
Philadelphia and look at the huge 
bell that rang years ago, proclaim- 
ing liberty and freedom when the 
Declaration of Independence was 
signed, I wonder how long we will 
have to enjoy our liberty and free- 
dom, when we realize what is 
taking place throughout the world 
today. But the liberty and freedom 
which were purchased by the blood 
of the Man of Galilee who hung on 
that middle cross outside the walls 


of Jerusalem more than 1900 years 
ago have reached the hearts and 
lives of thousands of Pennsylvan- 
ians by and through preachers of 
the great Church of God.

Captain Ray McNab was born 
April 12, 1917, at French Harbor, 
Roatan, Honduras. Here he lived 
and worked among his people as 
captain of the Edith Mac, a boat 
running between Roatan and the 
coast weekly. Much of his life was 
spent on the sea. 

Having a likable jolly disposition, 
he had many friends, but when 
Mable Mullins and Frances Evans 
came to Roatan in 1954 to begin a 
new work in French Harbor, he was 
without the real Friend of sinners. 
Captain Ray and his family came 
regularly to services and soon he 
surrendered his heart to the Lord. 
From that time he seemed to desire 
to make up for his wasted life of 
sin, as he had been backslidden for 
years. 

Being so short of native help on 
the island, it was not long before 
Brother McNab was pastor of three 
churches and a great help in many 
ways. It was he who helped to en- 
tertain our visiting ministers, used 
his boat for the annual convention, 
and assisted in directing the build- 
ing of our churches and mission 
home. He loved to tell of how the 
Lord had delivered him of drink 
and other sinful habits. His changed 
life was a great influence to his 
family and the island. He enjoyed 
so much our conventions and meet- 
ing our visiting ministers from the 
oe. and he was a blessing to 

em. 


Brother Ray began failing in 
health in September and after his 
illness: persisted, he decided to go 
to the coast for examinations. There 
he was advised to go to the States 
as they could not help him further, 
nor diagnose his case. This he did, 
but after being in a Tampa hos- 

ital one week, he was told that 

condition was critical and that 
it was only a matter of days or 
weeks at most. He and his wife 
came home at once. Although he 
was in a very weakened condition 
Saturday (the day after they ar- 
rived home), after prayer he joined 
in the song, “My hope is built on 
nothing less than Jesus’ blood and 
righteousness” in a strong voice. He 
told his family he was only waiting 
for the Lord to call, and at 4 a.m. 
the next day, November 1, he went 
to be with the Lord. 





We could hardly believe it. He had 
had cancer of the liver in the last 
stage and it was hard to realize 
that he had been so active in busi- 
ness and church until just five 
weeks before. The Lord had cer- 
tainly been merciful to relieve him 
of the pain that would have been 
expected with this type of illness, 
and he had maintained such a 
peaceful, remgned acceptance to 
God’s will. s last words were, 
“Jesus, Jesus.” 

The funeral, one of the largest 
ever remembered on the island, was 
conducted by Brother Doile A. King, 
the pastor of our church on the 
neighboring island of Utila. Brother 
McNab and Brother King had be- 
come close friends in the ministry. 
This was a great loss to the family, 
the church, and the island, but God 
called and he was ready to answer. 
Brother Ray is survived by his wife, 
seven children, his parents, two 
sisters, two brothers, and a host 
of friends, who find it hard to 
realize that “he walks no more 
among us.”
